Subject :—^Export of Magnesite during 1984-85 

F, No. 6(9)/84-En, —Attention is invited to the Exports 
(Control) Amendment Order No. E(C)0, 19771AM(290) dated 
tlie 3rd August, 1984, on the above subject. 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided to allow 
the export of Calcined Magnesite with silica content 6.5 per cent 
and above within a limited ceiling on first-come, first-served 
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basis. Calcined Magnestic with silica content below 6.5 per cent 
and dead burnt Magnesite with silica content below 2 per cent 
will not be allowed for export. Export of dead burnt magnesite 
with silica content over 2 per ceut will be allowed under OGL-3 
subject to production of a ccrtilicate from the Export Inspection 
Agency that the silica content in dead burnt magnesite is not 
below 2 per cent. 

3. Accordingly the entry appearing in col. 3 against S. No. 
45 (viii) in the Policy Statement at page 20 of the Import and 
Export Policy April 1984-—^March 1985 (Voi. 11) shall be sub¬ 
stituted by the following ;— 

(i) Export of Calcined Magnesite with silica content 
6.5 per cent and above will be allowed within a 
limited ceiling on first-come, first-served basis. 

(ii) Export of Dead Burnt Magnesite with s'lica content 
over 2 per cent will be allowed under OGL-3 on 
production of a certificate from the Export Inspec¬ 
tion Agency that the Silica content is not below 2 
per cent; 

(iii) Request for export of Raw Magnesite will be consi¬ 
dered “On Merits”.
